Long Beach,.one of America’s most 
bike-friendly cities, just got a little 
friendlier. 

On Wednesday, the city of Long 
Beach announced“the installment of 
a bike share program, provided by 
Bike Nation, which will connect pub- 
lic transportation with a series of bike 
stations. 

According to Bike Nation’s Chief 
Operating Officer, Derek Fretheim, 
each bike station will have 10 bikes 
that pedestrians will be able to rent 
and ride to popular destinations like 
the Queen Mary, the Pike, Shoreline 
Village and Cal State Long Beach. 

The stations will be set up in phases 
with phase one focusing on Down- 
town Long Beach, which should be 

. completed by February 2013, Fretheim 
said. Phases two and three are also ex- 
pected to hit the ground in 2013; how- 
ever, locations for the stations are still 
being determined. 

Phase one will offer 25 stations that 
will be scattered around Downtown 
Long Beach with 250 total bikes, ac- 
cording to Long Beach Bicycle Coor- 
dinator Allen Crawford. By the end of

Student Union for more than a decade, 
according to Associated Students 
Communications Coordinator 
Christina Esparza. Previous student 
surveys also revealed that students 
wanted a juice and smoothie bar in the 
SRWC. 

SRWC’s previous food vendor, 
Fresh Foods Café Express, ‘closed 
down just three months upon opening 
due to low sales in late 2010. The staff 
at Robek’s, however, foresee a much 
better turn out for their business. 

“T expect this location to do a lot 
better than the café, because we sell 
healthy food where people like to get 
healthy,” Robek’s crew member and 
biology major Vanessa Nguyen, said. 

Construction engineering major 
Andrew Abadeir said the vendor’s lo- 
cation helps it cater to students look- 
ing to make healthy choices. 

“Tt’s definitely the most beneficial 
for students who work out here fre- 
quently,” Abadeir said. “If anything, I 
think it’s more essential for it to be on 
this side because this is where people 
who like to participate in fitness are 
at.” 


ASI execs 
cut pay 

to benefit 
students 


The first award is 
meant for textbooks 
and school supplies.

Associated Students, Inc. President 
John Haberstroh and Vice President 
Jonathon Bolin launched the start of 
a series of scholarships for Cal State 
Long Beach students, fulfilling one 
campaign promise the duo made in 
March. 

The first scholarship available is the 
“John & Jon Textbook Award.” 

During ASI elections in spring se- 
mester, Haberstroh and Bolin made a 
commitment to cut their salaries by 15 
percent each, totaling $7,200, and use 
the money for scholarships if they ‘were 
elected to serve.as executive officers. 

The “John & Jon Textbook Award” 
will be granted to eight fulltime 
CSULB students and will award each 
student $200. 

Haberstroh said he and Bolin de- 
cided to create the textbook scholar- 
ship at the beginning of the school year 
because the cost of textbooks is on the 
minds of every student. 

“We decided on the number based on 
how much money we wanted to give,” 
Haberstroh said via email. “Based on 
the 30 percent reduction and taking 
into account the fact that we wanted to 
spread it out over the whole academic 
year, we had a certain pool of money 
for this award.” 

Bolin said the textbook scholarship 
is intended for not only textbooks but 
also other essential school supplies, 
such as notebooks and computers. 

“We thought a textbook scholarship 
would be a great way for students to 
start off the year with a little extra cash 
in their pockets to help ease the burden 
of supply cost,” Bolin said via email. 

In order to apply for the scholarship, 
students must have a 2.75 GPA and 
write a brief essay about how the award 
would contribute to their successes as 
students at CSULB. 

Valerie Kelsey, coordinator of uni- 
versity scholarships, met with the ASI 
executives over the summer to begin 
the scholarship process. She said the 
Center for Scholarships will verify the 
eligibility of the applicants and send 
the applications to a committee of fac- 
ulty, staff and students who will deter- 
mine the recipients. 

“Just like any other private donor, 
I met with John [Haberstroh] and Jon 
[Bolin] to better understand their in- 
tention for the scholarships and to de- 
termine how the scholarship would be 
administrated on campus,” Kelsey said 
in an email. 

According to Kelsey, donors can 
choose the criteria for a scholarship 
within the parameters of campus poli- 
ci€s. 

Bolin said he and Haberstroh decided

Most college students don’t come 
by money easily. So when Maria Car- 
reras opened the thick envelope sitting 
on her kitchen table and read that she 
had been chosen as a Sally Casanova 
Pre-Doctoral Scholar, she was ecstatic. 

“I started screaming and jumping 
up and down,” she said. “Everyone in 
my house thought I was crazy. 

Carreras is one of the most recent 
Cal State Long Beach graduate stu- 
dents to be designated by the Califor- 
nia Pre-Doctoral Program as a Sally 
Casanova Scholar, which earns her a 
$3,000 scholarship to aid in her quest 
for a Ph.D. 

Three other CSULB graduate stu- 
dents were also selected to receive a 
scholarship, including Jiun Shen, who 
intends to study psychology; Alvaro 
Luna, who will study comparative lit- 
erature; and Erica Navarro, who will 
study educational leadership. 

The California Pre-Doctoral Pro- 
gram, which chose 72 Sally Casanova 
Scholars for 2012-13, awards students 


annually and was founded to aid eco- _ 


nomically disadvantaged graduate 
students who have a keen interest in 
becoming future Cal State University 
faculty, according to the CSU web- 
site. 

Carreras received her undergradu- 
ate degree in history from CSULB in 
2010, with a minor in classics. She said 
she hopes to research how private or- 
ganizations, such as local sport teams, 
religious groups and regional music 
and dance troupes influenced children

in Catalonia, a region in Spain report- 
edly oppressed for most of the twenti- 
eth century. 

She said she’d like to see how these 
influences helped to form those chil- 
dren’s complex ideas of cultural iden- 
tity, such nationalism and the idea of a 
nation itself. 

Though Carreras is deeply invested 
in her area of study, she said many 
people might find it hard to relate to. 

“The most challenging part of my 
thesis and the subject I expect to re- 


search for my doctorate is being able © 


to write something that connects and 
appeals to a wide readership,” she said. 
“T hope that people are able to connect 
to it somehow.” 

The research is important, she said, 
because it will help show how national 


d ee : 
values are spread to children. With 
several new nations having formed 


. in recent years, such as South Sudan, 


Serbia and Montenegro, that informa- 
tien could be useful, she said. 


. “Examining” how. children adopt - 


certain values helps explain past and 


'_ current voting patterns, popular po- |. 


litical ideas and general perceptions of 
self and other,” she said. 

As part of: the scholarship, the se- 
lected graduate students will take part 
in a research internship program at a 
doctoral-granting institution. They 
also will receive the opportunity to 
attend professional conferences and 
national -symposia concerning their 
selected fields. 2 

The scholarship even covers the 
cost of graduate school applications 


and subscription fees of journals re- 
lated to the scholar’s area of study. 
After spending time in the field, 
conducting the research necessary. for 
a doctorate and surviving labor inten- 


‘sive months of organizing and prepar- 
ing her thesis, Carreras said she plans ~ 


on fulfilling the primary expectation 
of Sally Casanova Scholars — becom- 
ing a CSU faculty member. 

“While I am highly motivated on 
researching and writing on such an in- 
teresting subject, I would untime- 
ly like to serve as a college faculty and 
serve a diverse student body, similar 
to that of CSULB’s,” she said. “And 
while applying for the: grant, I made 
it a priority to clearly demonstrate my 
genuine interest in helping a large, di- 
verse student body.”

not to choose who will sit on the schol- 
arship committee. 

“We purposely do not have any say 
into who is selected for the award. That 
is up to the committee,” Bolin said. 

According to Kelsey, many pri- 
vate donors choose to let the univer- 
sity determine the outcome of the 
awards. : 

“T think it’s a good idea that they 
[Haberstroh and Bolin] care about the 
students and want to help out even if 
it’s just a little,’ Lisa Chim, a junior 
biology major, said. “That’s $200 the 
students can save.” 

Nia Tatum, a junior psychology ma- 
jor, also agrees that $200 can go a long 
way for struggling students. 

“Even though $200 isn’t a lot of 


money, it still could help out people, 
like myself, who don’t get financial aid 
and have to buy books on top of pay- 
ing tuition,” Tatum said. “With the in- 
crease this semester, it’s,a lot harder to 
afford everything.” 

According to Haberstroh, the next 
scholarship will be “The Beach Pride 
Award.” He said this scholarship is an 
opportunity for applicants to demon- 
strate their pride for CSULB. 

“They will be required to write a 
short two-page essay describing why 
‘The Beach’ is the Best in the West, 
and what they will take with them 
from here when they move on,” Bolin 
said. “It will be three $500 awards. The 
deadline will be Nov. 20.” 

The “John & Jon Textbook Scholar- 
ship” is currently available on the Cen- 
ter for Scholarship Information web- 
site. The deadline to apply is Sept. 19.

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the ten-year contract with Bike Nation, 
Long Beach will be home to 250 sta- 
tions and 2,500 bikes. _ 

“We started to see impacts that the 
programs were having,” Crawford said. 
“We want to provide the people of Long 
Beach options.” 

CSULB will also have bike stations 
available on campus by 2013, CSULB 
Sustainable Transportation Coordina- 
tor Elissa Thomas said. Some loca- 
tions that are in consideration include 
the library, the Student Recreation and 
Wellness Center, Beach Side and the 


_ residence halls. 


“Tt will be a tremendous benefit to 
students,” Thomas said. “It provides 


_ access to quick and safe means to cut 


across campus.” 

The bike stations will also be avail- 
able across campus at Long Beach 
Transit bus stops, Orange County 
Transportation Authority bus stops and 
the Metro Blue Line. Students will be 
able to ride bikes from campus to a bus 
stop that can take them to Downtown 
Long Beach, Downtown Los Angeles 
or Anaheim, where bike stations will 
also be installed. 2 

“It’s very plug and play,” Thomas 
said. “It’s not just about getting around 
locally in Long Beach ... the cards are 
good in L.A. and Anaheim. Students 
can hop on the Blue Line and hop on a 
bike in L:A.” 

The program was offered to the cam- 
pus for free, Thomas said. For now, 
CSULB is planning on installing six 
stations with 10 bikes at each station. 

“Tt turned out to be a huge opportu- 


_ nity for us with Bike Nation doing it for 


free,” she said. ‘ 
Rick Wedgeworth, a-junior in me- 
chanical engineering, said that he 


. thinks cutting across campus on a bike 


can-be dangerous, but he likes the idea 
of being connected to other Long Beach 
destinations. 

“That sounds like it will be a [more] 
convenient thing than just having them 
on campus,” he said. “Being that it’s 


- fairly busy around here, it can be hard 


to get around ... there’s no clear path on 
campus without getting on or off your 
bike.” 

Sociology sophomore, Miriam Guz- 
man, said she does not plan to use the 
bike stations, but she said she sees how 
the share program could be beneficial 
for other students. 

“It will save people gas,” she said. 
“They might like that. It could save 
time.” 

Individuals can ride the bikes for 
free for up to 30 minutes. Then patrons 
will have to pay $1.50 for one hour 
and $4.50 for 90 minutes, with each 
additional half hour costing an extra 
$6.00. Subscriptions can also be pur- 
chased for $6.00 a day, $20.00 for three 
days, $25.00 for a week, $35.00 for a 
month and $75.00 for a year. Students 
and seniors can purchase the one-year 
subscription for $60.00. Subscription 
cards, which allow individuals to rent a 
bike at any station, can be purchased on 
bikenationusa.com.

Cap and trade is a solution 
projected to reduce California’s 
carbon emissions by a substantial 
amount. 

The Global Warming Solu- 
tions Act of 2006, also known as 
Assembly Bill 32, mandates the 
state reduce the level of carbon 
emissions to 1990 levels by the 
year 2020. 

University of California, Los 
Angeles is projected to pay the 
most — up to $8.4 million. 

The rate of carbon credits is 
predicted to range from $10 to $40 
each. 

The resulting fee for both uni- 
versity systems could be as much 
as $28 million a year. 

But this can and will rise. 

The legislation, once in place, 
will have no limit on how much 
tax credits would cost at a given 
time. 

The choice to reduce car- 
bon emissions is essentially. 
optional. 

Businesses with the money 
can continue to emit as much 
greenhouse gas as they want, as 
long as they buy the appropriate 
amount of credits. Only when a 
business can’t afford to will it

be forced to change its behavior. Businesses without the extra 
cash or capability of lowering emissions will have to face the 


consequences. 


We can only hope the fee is too much for big business to ignore. 


Small businesses have no choice. 


As for us students in the CSU and UC systems, we will pay the 
price. The $28 million in potential fees is just another expense to 
tack onto our budget and our campuses will be affected regardless 


of how far our efforts go to lower emissions.

“We 
can all be in the same room 
and laugh at a show that chan- 
nels the old type of comedies 
like ‘I Love Lucy’ and even 
the modern stuff like ‘Ar- 
rested Development.’ I wanted 
to bring back the real human 
comedy.” 


After volunteering at MTV, 
working with a nutrition cam- 
paign and directing three short 
films, Reagan has made various

ested in participating in her 
project. 

“Everyone’s working for 
free, putting in their own time 
and now it’s evolved into a com- 
munity type of show,” Reagan 
said. 

Reagan was able to put to- 
gether a fundraiser screening at 
the Whittier Village Cinemas, 
Where she was a former em- 
ployee. She deemed the fund- 
raiser a success, raising $1,500 
and attracting more than 100 
attendees. 

After paying the theatre 
for the space, the troupe was 
left with $800 for production, 
which was enough to finish the 
season. 

“This is my last playful year 
where I can do projects just for 
fun,” Reagan said. “My husband 
expects me to start working in 
the business once my daughter 
Starts going to school. This was 
my Hail Mary, and I figured, 
let’s just do it.” 

The troupe shot their final 
episode of the season Sunday.

The 49ers will take an 
undefeated record to 
Utah to face BYU.

The 1lth-ranked Long Beach State 
women’s soccer team will head to Brigham 
Young University for its first road game of 
the season before returning home for a 
Sunday matchup with Michigan. 

The 49ers (3-0) will be playing in a 
tough road environment this Thursday, 
when they visit BYU (2-1) during the 
Cougars’ home opener. 

“They are very hard to beat at their 
place,” head coach Mauricio Ingrassia , 
said. “It’s going to be a nice challenge 
for our team.” 

The ‘Niners have had their fair share of 
challenges already, as two of their three 
victories have been earned in overtime. 
With home crowds of more than 550: for 
each of those games, they had much more 
support then than they will in Utah. 

“The biggest thing is the momentum 
swing,” Ingrassia said. “The home team 
always gets more momentum. But the 
players are excited and ready to go.” 

BYU traditionally has been a very 
difficult team to beat on the road. Since 
2005, the Cougars have only lost eight 
homes games — an average of just 
more than one per season. They have 
also advanced to the NCAA tourna- 
ment in six of those seven years, with 
the lone failure being 2011. 

If the ‘Niners plan on leaving the 
2,140-seat South Field with a victory, 
they will have to bottle up BYU forward 
Jaiden Thornock, who currently leads the 
Cougars in goals. Through three games 
she has already scored twice, including 
the game-winner in an overtime win over 
University of California, Irvine.

The Wolverines (4-0) are off to their 

best start since 2002, when they began 

their season with five’wins. They are 


hitting the road for the first time this 


season as well and will face Cal State 
Northridge before visiting The Beach.
